OCWA OPINION POLL ANNOUNCEMENT 


In the Winter, 1988 issue of the QCWA Journal a poll ballot was printed along 
with a request that members mark the ballot to show their feeling with respect to 
two proposistions: 


(1) Should QCWA modify its procedures to specify that Directors should be 
elected from specific areas, rather than the present at large system 


(2) Should QCWA modify its eligibility requirements to admit members who 
were licensed less than 25 years previous to making application for membership. 


Ballots have been arriving at Headquarters and have been tabulated in the 
computer. The Board of Directors have ruled. that the date for ending acceptance 
of poll ballots will be April 15, 1989. We would like to urge each and every 
member of QCWA to fill out the poll ballot and send it to headquarters. This is 
your chance to express your desires - upon completion of the poll, results will be 
tabulated and provided to the Board who will consider the responses and make a 
report to membership. Until the poll is complete and reviewed by the Board, no 
report on the balloting will be issued.

This year, 1989, is a full General Election - all officers’ and five directors are to 
be elected. The spring QCWA Journal carried information on all candidates - make 
certain that you know of them and what they stand for - and, be certain to watch 
for the QCWA ballot which will be mailed to your home about May 15 - should 
arrive at your QTH late May or early June.

Your comments on the_Summer OQOCWA_ Journal will 
be appreciated - the Summer issue of the Journal will be published in June, 1989.
